6. About 400 men from the military labor camp at Liptovsky Hradok were working
on the field. By April 1952; most of the building material for the new
buildings had been brought in. At the northwestern edge of the field,
foundations for new hangars and other buildings have been prepared. Work
in the southern corner indicates that the runway is to be lengthened still
further. This is possible to a length of from three to four kilometers.
The average width of the field is from 800 to 1,000 meters.

7. The entrance to the field is in the northwest corner, where a new paved
road leads to the village of Jemnik. The airfield is not fenced in,

8. Personnel and squadron headgquarters are housed in the besrracks in Liptovsky
Hradok. A small number of mexn are living in new barracks that have been
esteblished in what was formerly the private country house of a Slovak
general.
